reached 
the 
second 
floor 


o f the 
buildings and 
three-fourths 


o f 
the city 
was under water. 
The 


w ater 
reached 
the crest, accord­ 
ing to M rs. Virtue, on Wednesday 


afternoon, M arch 26. 
The 
people 
were first 
warned 
of 
the danger 
about four o'clock Tuesday morning. 


M r s . Virtue lives only a block and a 
h alf from the river but the residence 


is on a terrace. 
Even considering 
this 
on 
high 
ground Mrs. Virtue was compelled to 


leave her home and go to the home 


of! a friend. 
There was one foot of 
w ater in her home but luckily Mrs. 


V irtue was warned in time and very 


little damage was done. 
It was not 


possible to get back to the house 
until the following afternoon. 
Mr. 
Virtue is a traveling salesman and 


was aw ay from home at the time of* 
the flood. 
Mr. Virtue got as fa r as 


Tiffin, Ohio, and did not arrive in 
D ayton until tiie following Saturday. 
“ The people in Dayton,” said Mrjs. 


Virtue, “ are fighting a hard battle, 


but have not lost courage and will 
w in out. 
The merchants are all do­ 


ing business. 
The firms that were 


damaged have opened up shop on the 
second floor of their buildings, but it 
w ill be many months before the city 
fu lly 
recovers. 
Fo r almost 
two 


weeks we had no gas or electricity 


and the city w’as in total darkness. 
The people were compelled to burn 


candles. 
W e were not allowed out 


o f our homes after six o'clock in the 


evening unless on urgent business, 
and then it was necessary to get an 


order. 
“ The principal places where ihe 


refugees were sheltered were the N a­ 
tional Cash Register plant and the 


Presbyterian church near my home. 
The National plant did not burn as was 


reported, and the only fire damage 
w as one block of business houses. 


The fire started in a drug store and 
spread very rapidly. It was a fright­ 


fu l scene, the reflection of the fire 


upon the water and in the sky. 
I was 


never so glad of anything in the 


world as I was to get aw ay from 


Dayton. It does not look like the D ay­ 
ton I knew. 
The resident portion 


looks so vacant with all the barns 


and sheds washed away. 
Practically 
nil the houses are without verandas. 


“ I think one of the causes for the 


w ater coming as fa r back into the 


city as it did is the fact that the 


city has five large concrete bridges 


across the river, and as none of these

for registration prior to August 1, 
and half the fees for registration a f ­ 


ter August 1, of each year.

range from $2 for a motor bicycle, 


and $5 for a motor vehicle of twenty- 
five horse power or less, or $3 for an 


electric motor vehicle, up to $20 for 


a motor vehicle of rrmre than fifty- 


horse power.

The Charge Is Made That W illis L. 


Moore, For Many Years Director of 


Affairs of the Weather Bureau, Had 


Used H is Office to Promote His Can­ 


didacy For a Cabinet Position, and 


President Takes Action. 


Washington, April 17.—For alleged ; 
Irregularities in the conduct 
of his of- I 
fice, President Wilson has summarily 
dismissed Willis L*. Moore, chief of the 
United 
States weather bureau. 
At 
the same time the president suspended i 
Charles P. Burns, foreman of the I 
weather bureau printing office, and ; 
took official cognizance of an investi- j 
gation now under way which may re­ 
sult in the removal of a number 
of 
employ es on the ground that they have 
been “unduly active in using the pub- | 
lie service for private and personal 
ends.” 
The “private and personal ends” re­ 
ferred to, it is officially admitted, were 
the furtherance of a campaign for the 
' appointment of Moore as secretary of 
agriculture in 
the 
Wilson cabinet. 
The charges of gross irregularities 
made 
against the weather 
bureau 
chief relate to the same activity . Sec­ 
retary of 
Agriculture 
Houston 
ac­ 
knowledges that these charges against 
the weather bureau chief are of such 
grave nature that the department of 
Justice has been called upon to inves­ 
tigate them. 
No details in regard to 
the charges are officially given except 
that they grow out of Mr. Moore’s ef­ 
forts in his own behalf to land a cab­ 
inet job. 
There is pending in con­ 
gress a resolution calling for an inves­ 
tigation into the conduct of Professor 
Moore’s bureau. 
Professor Moore has issued a state­ 
ment in which he say s that “it is the 
same old influences that attempted to 
displace and remove Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley without letting him see the 
charges or confront his accusers that 
are now driving me from the public 
service. 
Literally third degree meth­ 
ods were applied to my friends in the 
weather bureau under such penalties 
that they did n<Jt even dare to speak 
to me, and then a report was made to 
the president that had for its object 
the driving of me in disgrace from a 
service where I had an honorable ca­ 
reer for over a third of a century . 
I 
brand as an infamous falsehood the 
intimation that any man in the weath- 
ed bureau has been coerced into sup­ 
porting me for the secretary ship, any 
man promoted for serving me. or a 
dollar of public money expended in 
the interest of my candidacy .”

Rome, April 17.—The pope’s weak­ 
ness is gradually increasing, but he ; 
has no fever. The action of the heart | 
is being sustained by hourly hy poder- ; 
mic injections. 
It is evident that his i 
strong constitution is enabling him to 
make a strong fight against death. 
It I 
is very difficult to obtain any definite 
news as to the patient's condition. ; 
The precautions to prevent informa­ 
tion leaking out have been increased 
to an extraordinary extent and the 
Vatican is now practically as a fortress 
which is beleaguered by an enemy . 
This secrecy increases the belief that 
the pope’s end is near. 
Premier Gioletto arrived today from 
Turin, where he has been on a vaca­ 
tion. 
He came back a week ahead of 
the time he was expected to return. 
Before the premier left on his holiday 
Professor Marchiafava promised that 
he would warn him in ample time to 
allow him to reach Rome before the 
end. 
The doctor is a state function­ 
ary . 
Two regiments of infantry 
are in 
the barracks near the Vatican to do 
police duty in St. Peter’s square on the 
death of the pope, when the cardinals 
and diplomats are summoned. 
Patrl- 
arca, the noted lawy er who drew up 
the will of Pope Leo XIII.,

Indianapolis, April 17 .—After hav­ 
ing arranged for a distribution of $80,- 
000 among six Indiana cities which 
were seriously damaged by the recent 
| flood, Ernest P. Blcknell, director of 
the American National Red Cross, has 
returned to Columbus, Ohio. 
The 
money is to he used to rehabilitate 
flood-damaged homes. 
Governor Ralston will draw on a 
state relief fund, representing con­ 
tributions of this and other states, 
which now amounts to about $6 0,000, 
in providing for other towns in need 
of help in addition to those which are 
to receive Red Cross money . Whether 
additional Red Cross money is sent 
into the state after the governor has 
exhausted the fund at his command 
will depend on developments. 
Before leaving 
Indianapolis 
Mr. 
Bicknell said that he probably will 
return to Indiana next week. He will 
spend several day s in Ohio in distrib­ 
uting money among the cities affected 
by the high waters. 
Forty -nine Ohio 
towns, he said, are to receive aid.

new license. 
By payment 
of 
“the 
proper fee,” the old license number 
may be, transferred to a new vehicle 
registered by 
the 
former 
owner. 
Number plates similar to those here­ 
tofore in use are to be furnished by 
the state 
and 
delivered 
without 
charge. 
The use of fictitious num­ 
bers is forbidden. Non-resident own­ 
er» displaying registration licenses 
from their own states, with the laws 
with which they have complied, shall 
be exempt from 
registration. 
Two 
front light are required, and a red 
light at the rear which shall be in­ 
dependent of any other lights, “and 
so adjusted that in lighting and ex­ 
tinguishing the same the motor ve­ 
hicle must be stationary 
and 
the 
rays of such rear lamps shall shine 
upon the number plate,” so 
as 
to 
make the numerals visible one hun­ 
dred feet away. 
Also, bells, horns, 
brakes, etc. 
The provisions 
as to 
stopping when meeting persons, when 
animals are frightened, etc., are simi­ 
lar to the old law, and so are the 
regulations as to speed, except that 
the maximum speed in closely built 
up portions of towns and cities is 
ten miles an hour instead 
of eight 
miles, and the maximum 
speed 
on 
country highways is twenty-five miles 
an hour instead of twenty miles. At 
corners aud curves the speed must 
I be reduced to six miles an hour. Un­ 
lawful rates of speed are declared 
prima facie evidence that such rate 
is “greater than is reasonable, hav­ 
ing regard to the traffic and the use 
of the way, or so as to endanger the 
life or limb or the property of Any 
person.” 
Local authorities are per­ 
mitted to “set aside for a given time 
a specified public highway for speed 
contests or races, to be conducted 
under the proper restrictions for the 
safety of the public.” Local ordi­ 
nances imposing licenses fees or re­ 
quiring numbers to be displayed, etc., 
are prohibited, except for the regula­ 
tion of speedways created, authoriz­ 
ed or maintained in a local munici­ 
pality and rules limiting 
speed 
in 
public parks, which apply equally to 
motor bicycles and motor 
vehicles, 
together with all other vehicles. 
“Motor vehicles or motor bicycles 
may be excluded from any cemetery 
or grounds 
used 
for 
the 
burial 
of the dead, by 
the 
authorities.” 
Cities and towns may regulate trucks 
and motor cars used for public hire, 
and may make an enforced reason­ 
able traffic regulations. 
Chauffeurs must pass an examina­ 
tion, as required by the secretary of 
state, and a showing of 
qualifica­ 
tions, together with the 
applicant’s 
photograph, must be 
furnished 
to 
him. 
“No 
chauffeur’s 
license 
shall 
be 
issued 
to 
any 
person under 
eighteen 
years 
of 
age.” Each chauffeur shall be given 
a distinctive number or mark, which 
shall be of a different 
color 
each 
year, and each licensed chauffeur 
shall receive a suitable metal badge 
with his mark or number upon 
it, 
which he shall wear “affixed to his 
clothing in a conspicuous place at all 
times when he is operating or driving 
a motor vehicle upon the public high­ 
way.” 
The fee for a chauffeur’s li­ 
cense is $2, which must accompany 
the application. 
Nobody but the li­ 
censee may use such a license. Vio­ 
lations of different provisions of the 
act are punishable by fines not ex­ 
ceeding $50 in some cases and not 
exceeding $100 in others. Operating 
a motor vehicle or motor boat while 
intoxicated is punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $50. It is made a fel­ 
ony, punishable by a fine of not more 
than $500, or imprisonment 
in the 
state prison not exceeding two years, 
or both (imprisonment for five years 
for a second offense) to run away 
after “causing an injury to a person 
or property, due to the culpability of 
said operator,” without stopping and 
giving the 
operator’s 
name, 
resi­ 
dence, street and number and his li­ 
cense number to the injured party, 
or to a police station or judicial offi­ 
cer. A person convicted of so doing 
shall have his license revoked 
and 
can only have it reissued in case the 
secretary of state, or investigation, 
decides to reissue it. 
Violations of 
numerous other provisions with re­ 
gard to making false statements in 
an application for license, operating 
a motor vehicle 
when 
intoxicated,

Terminal points are the really im­ 
portant factors in determining the 
v alue of a good road to a community 
or to a state. A good road that be­ 
gins nowhere and ends nowhere may 
be a matter of pride to those liv ing 
along it, and of env y to those who 
do not; but its practical v alue must 1 
he determined by the condition of j 
the highways which connect the ini- I 
prov ed section of road with the city 
j 
or other center where the commercial I 
interests of the community conv erge. 
It is not unusual, in sev eral dil - 
ferent states, to find isolated sec- 
j 
tions of brick , or macadam, or grav el j 
roads which hav e been constructed 
some in the past by the local authori­ 


ties with the expectation that the 
adjacent township would continue the 
improv ement to the county seat, or to 
whatev er center it 
was 
desired to 
reach. 
Indiana and Iowa especially 
abound in such “patches” ; and 
in 
either of those or any of many other 
states money enough is spent annu­ 
ally to establish 
a 
good 
highway 
system in the course of a v ery few 
years, if it were administered prop­ 
erly. 
It was only after sev eral years of 
struggle that New Jersey, which was 
first to adopt state aid, was enabled 
to so direct the location of state aid 
roads that they would 
connect 
at 
county 
lines 
and 
form 
through 
routes. In the early history of state 
aid all the states met with the same 
difficulty. 
In more recent laws this 
difficulty is obv iated by mak ing the 
the location subject to the approv al 
of the state 
highway 
tlepni fcuient. 
The new -tate aid roaus law of Wil- 
consin (19 11) is a conspicuous ex­ 
ample in this respect. 
It recognizes 
the importance of locating the roads 
designed for improv ement 
so 
that 
county seats, large centers of popu­ 
lation and other 
important 
points 
can he reached by continuous roads. 
Without a central authority this re­ 
sult could not be effected. 
Tn the matter of bridges a central­ 
ized authority, such as 
is 
usually 
v ested in a state highway depart- 
! ment, is absolutely essential in the 
I interests of ordinary economy. Good 
roads, intended for modern 
traffic, 
requires strong substantial 
bridges 
which will carry the traffic 
of the 
present and the anticipated traffic of 
the future. 
It is within the memory 
of ev ery person aproachiug middle 
age that thousands of counties and 
towns paid enormous prices 
(and 
were 
swindled 
outrageously) 
for 
slender iron or steel bridges which 
would not carry a traction engine, let 
alone a road roller. A 
number of 
states ev en passed 
laws 
requiring 
the driv ers of threshing engines to 
block up such bridges to mak e them 
safe, before attempting to pass ov er 
them. 
Under adequate systems of state 
aid, plans and specifications for all 
bridges are prepared by 
the 
state 
highway 
department, 
which 
also 
must approv e all contracts and in­ 
spect and approv e all work before 
payment is made. 
This insures the 
right k ind of bridges for giv en loca­ 
tions. Not only are the plans drawn 
for structures which will carry the 
present and prospectiv e traffic, hut, 
being prepared bv competent engi­ 


n e e r s who are work ing ill th-3 interest 
of ultimate as well as immediate re­ 
sults, they are so prepared 
as 
to 
withstand all probable exigencies of 
storm floods, wash-outs, 
ov erflows 
and the lik e. 
With state aid and state superv is­ 
ion, of road and bridge construction 
a much higher grade of work is se­ 
cured than when the contracting and 


superv ision is left to the county or 


township. 
Contractors 
who might 
tak e adv antage of inexpert c^inty or 
township officials would rarely at­ 
tempt to 
deceiv e 
state 
engineers 
either in their bids, the work manship, 
or the quality of materials furnished. 
It is the business of a state high­ 
way department to mak e a study of 
whatev er road materials there may 
he in the state, and by careful and 
thorough tests determine the v alue 
of each from a standard of actual 
usefulness in a giv en locahty. Gra\cl 
where good grav el is plenty, might 
be used 
mote 
economically 
than 
brok en stone. The >tate highway de­ 
partment should hav e facilities for 
testing all k inds of materials so as to 
determine which would he the cheap­ 
est in the long run. Not ail k inds of 
stone mak e good roads, and it is the 
duty of the engineers of a state high­ 
way department-to prev ent the ex­ 
penditure of public funds tor roads 
built of improper materials. 
In fact, ev ery concc v aole factor 
inv olv ed in the betterment 
of 
the 
roa d s of any state rests 
upon the 
primary importance 
of 
a 
central 
j highway authority such as would he 
I v ested in a >tat“ highway commission 
or commissioner. 
| 
And what applies to a state in this 
■ respect is equally applicable to the 
I nation as a whole, which in years to 
come is hound to supplement and en- 
le’ge the work of the state.

A 
comparison of the death in the city 
for J anuary la st y ear and J anuary 
this y ear shews a decrease 
of

tenth of a per cent. 
It was 18 .0 per 
thousand 
inhabitants 
in 
19 12 and 
18 .8 this y ear. 
The rate of death 
in 
December 
19 12 was almost twice a s g reat as 
the nex t month— 33.1 per cent. 
The 
total number of deaths in the city in 
J anuary of this y ear was eig ht, and 
in December, 19 12, fourteen. 
Under the classification of impor­ 
tant ag es, only three of 
the 
eig ht 
deaths are classified. One was under 
one y ear of ag e and two were ov er 
six ty -fiv e y ears. 
The 
other 
ag es 
which are held important are one to 
four, fiv e to nine, ten 
to 
fourteen, 
fifteen to nineteen. 
One third of the deaths in the city 
during the months were from what 
the bulletin terms important causes. 
One of these was pulmonary 
tuber­ 
culosis and the other two cancer and 
ex ternal 
ca ses. 
Other 
diseases 
which the bulletin terms important 
are other forms of tuberculosis, ty ­ 
phoid fev er, diphtheria and croup, 
sca rlet fev er, 
measles, 
whooping 
coug h, lobar and bronchial pneumo­ 
nia, diarrhoea and enteritis, cerebro­ 
spinal lev er, acute anterior poliomy e­ 
litis, cancer and smallpox . 
The death rate in the city in J anu­ 
ary was abov e the av erag e for fifth 
cla ss cities. 
The av erag e per thous­ 
and was 15.4 per cent and Rushv ille 
was 3.4 per cent, g reater. 
On the other hand the death rate 
in Rush county for J anuary is be­ 
low the mean av erag e for the cen­ 
tral Indiana counties taken

13.3 per cent, and the av erag e

Last y ear the oats crop was 
put in late on account of the leng th 
of the winter sea son which did not 
let g o until along

April. 
This 
y ear the sowing of oa ts has been de­ 
lay ed on account of the wet weather. 
Th ere is one consolation howev er, 
and that lies in the fa ct that last 
su mmer the oats crop in Indiana was 
an enormous one in spite of the late 
sowing . 
After the seed was put in 
tm* g round the summer season came 
all at o n ce there were frequent a lter­ 
ations of warm rains and hot weath­ 
er. 
ibis broug ht the oa ts 
out 
in 
g ood shape and g av e the farmers a 
b u mp er cro p , 
althoug h some of the 
oats was damag ed by moulding and 
sp ro u tin g 
on 
account 
of 
the 
wet 
weath er during the harv est season 
in terferin g with the work. 
So if the weather man will only de­ 
li'. vi I • rig ht sort of g oods a lter the 
oa ts i" put in the g round thing s may 
come out rig ht a fter all. 
The farmers hav e one cause for 
cong ratulation this season and that 
is the way 
the 
wheat 
looks. 
The 
wheat is coming up nice and g reen, 
and nev er looked more flourishing at 
this time o f y ear. 
Last y ear the 
wheat crop was a total failure, and 
the fa nners plowed up their 
wheat 
fields in many places. 
This discour­ 
ag ed a number of farmers and as a 
result the acreag e of wheat in Rush 
county this spring is 
much 
smaller 
than for many y ears, just at a time 
when tiie crop promises to be a big 
one. 
The time for corn 
planting 
will 
soon he at hand, too, if the weather 
man will only stop the sluice g a tes in 
the sky . 
In ca se the weather turned 
fa ir and warmer now it would prob­ 
ably he sev eral 
day s 
before 
the 
g round would be in 
condition 
for 
sowing . 
So it is only 
natural 
that 
the 
farmers should beg in to g et uneasy . 
The late 
season 
will 
injure 
tlie 
chances of the clov er, but if condi­ 
tions settle within the nex t few day s 
ev ery thing will probaly be all rig ht. 
The g round will not work so 
easily 
this spring a s la st on neocunt of the 
kind of winter we hav e had. 
In the 
spring of 19 12 following 
the 
long 
hard freezes, the g round worked lip 
beautifully . 
Rainy spring weather is 
often fololwed by a long , hot, dry 
summer, but it is hoped that such 
will not he the case this y ear.
